HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


Of the amount appropriated, $600 was put into the hands 
of the surveyors, but in consequence of the continued heavy 
rains it proved to be inadequate, and as will be seen by the 
report we have been obliged to considerably exceed the ap- 
propriation. The bridge at Chesham also had to be rebuilt 
and as no preparation had been made we thought it advisable 
to purchase hard pine costing in Boston, at $27 per thousand, 
$81.62; freight, on railroad, $22.21; drawing to bridge, 
$7.52; labor and iron work about $46.38, making a total 
cost of about $157.73. We also had to rebuild the bridge in 
the village and the one by Willard’s mills, which brings the 
total outlay for highways and bridges to about double the ap- 
propriation. We believe that all the large bridges in town 
are now in pretty good repair. 


We would recommend to be raised by tax the ensuing 
year, in addition to the State and County taxes, the following

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


- 


The undersigned, School Board of the Fratrievills school 
district, submit the following report for the year ending March 
1, 18go: 

It has been our endeavor to secure the services of experi- 
enced and trained teachers to take charge of our schools, and 
we confidently believe that the results shown must be satis- 
factory to all, and we cheerfully add that the teachers employed 
were faithful in their efforts. 

The discipline and order has been good with one exception, 
then, by our direction, the refractory pupil was suspended, and 
then harmony and good order was restored. 

In certain portions of the town the topography of the 
country and the sparseness of scholars is such as to render it 
dificult to group together a sufficient number of scholars in 
some portions of the town to make a profitable school without 
some hardships, but the statute very generously provides for 
such an exigency. We could not see it our duty to organize 
schools in all school houses in town, therefore decided to con- 
solidate the two old districts Nos. 4 and 5. We found but 
twelve scholars in both of the old districts, not counting the 
Venable family, who were just as well convened at the village, 
and desired to attend the schools there. 

The Summer term was taught at the No. 4 school house. 
The Fall term was taught at the No. 5 school house. An 
arrangement was made with Mr. G. M. Tarbox to transport 
the pupils for the Fall term. With all the scholars in both of 
the old districts, with the exception of the Venable family, 
and with two pay scholars from Hancock, the attendance was 
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but thirteen scholars. It was an excellent school, the scholars 
were all thoroughly interested, and our hope is that they may 
be educated together, and with good instruction, we cannot 
doubt they will attain high rank in scholarship in the future. 

There has been no school in the No. 3 school house the 
past year, as all the scholars could be better accommodated at 
Chesham and the village. 

The school house at the village is in good condition,. a 
new chimney has been built thus doing away with the un- 
sightly and unsafe chimney which stood outside of the house, 
also caused the outbuildings to be repaired. ‘The expense 
will be found appended. 

We have caused needed repairs to be made to the school 
house at Chesham, moved the house and re-set the underpin- 
ing, sheathed and painted the anteroom, and painted the 
outside and other minor repairs. No. 3 school house and out- 
buildings are no credit to the town. It is only a relic of an 
age gone by and we see no reason why it cannot be disposed 
of. No. 4 school house is in a better condition and may be 
made comfortable for a summer term of school. No. 5 
school house is in a fair condition and quite suitable for a 
small school. What is needed almost imperatively is a model 
and modern arranged school house in the vicinity of the Far- 
well mills for the accommodation of the old Nos. 4 and 5 
school districts. Such is the state of things at the present 
time, and the probabilities of the future that if this arrange- 
ment could be made, in our opinion it would be of great ad- 
vantage to the schools. We submit the subject to the consid- 
- eration of the district. ; 

The statute in relation to free text-books in schools came 
into effect the first of January last. There being no appropri- 
ation we shall do nothing more than is necessary although we 
feel obliged to furnish some books for the village grammar 
school now in session. ‘The estimated cost of books and sup- 
plies required by law may be one hundred and: fifty dollars, 
for which sum an article will be inserted in the warrant to 
raise that sum by taxation. The books are to be loaned to the 
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scholars subject to such rules and regulations as the School 
Board may prescribe. 

There should be suitable book cases in all the school rooms 
for the storage and preservation of books and supplhes when 
not in use. 

We will close by stating the fact that our town is not in 
possession of the income of ample funds, but are obliged to 
rely on yearly taxation for the support of our schools, there- 
fore it should be our aim to reap the largest benefit from the 
expenditure of our money. 

We desire to thank the teachers and pupils for their uni- 
form kindness and courtesy.
